Obituary.  '  »• 

Rev.  Frederick  Frelinghuysen  Judd, 
whose  death  occurred  on  the  Gth  inst.,  w  as 
born  in  Bloomfield, ,  in  May,  1821.  His 
father,  the  Rev.  Gideon  N.  Judd,  D.  1). 
was  then  the  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian 
Chturch  here  and  resided  in  the  late  h«>rne 
stead  of  Mm.  Swift,  deceased,  where  his 
son  Frederick  was  born.  His  mother  'was 
a  sister  of  the  Hon.  Theodore*  Freling¬ 
huysen,  deceased.  His  boyhood  was 
passed  in  Bloomfield  and  there  are  many 
still  living  among  us  who  rememlter  him 
as  a  boy  of  uncommon  brightness  and 
promise.  His  studies  preparatory  for 
College  were  begun  in  the  Academy,  now 
the  German  Theological  School,  and  com 
pleted  under  the  Rev.  John  T.  Halsey,  at 
Elizabethtown,  in  this  State.  He  entered 
Princeton  College  in  the  fall  of  183(5  and 
graduated  with  distinction  in  1839.  After 
a  brief  periixl  spent  as  an  assistant  teach¬ 
er  in  the  Bloomfield  Academy  under  the 
charge  of  William  A.  McDonald,  he  en 
tered  the  U  nion  Theological  Seminary 
and  at  the  end  of  the  usftal  course  was 
licensed  to.  preach.  While  in  the  Semi¬ 
nary  he  began  to  experience  the  impaired 
health  from  which  he  was  seldom  after¬ 
wards  free,  and  which  ended  with  pul¬ 
monary  consumption/  the  immediate 
cause  of  his  death.  In  the  fall  of  1847 
he  took  charge  of  a  boarding  school  fur 
boys  in  Berkshire,  Tioga  County,  New 
York,  but  the  governing  wish  and  aim  of 
Lis  life  was  to  preach  the  Gospel  of  Christ, 
mid  in  the  fall  of  1861  he  accepted  a  call 
to  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Parsippany 
in  this  State,  where  he  labored  for  several 
years,  endearing  himself  to  a  remarkable 
degree  to  the  congregation  he  serv  ed  and, 
indeed,  to  the  jveople  at  huge  where  he 
lived.  Like  his  father  before  him,  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  his  persitnal  character  was  a 
pow'er  of  good— -Jelt  to  be  such  by  all 
to  whom  he  was  known.  Leaving  Par¬ 
sippany  in  consequence  of  its  unsuitable¬ 
ness  to  the  state-  of  his  health,  he  spent 
.many  subsequent  years  over  churches  in 
Hunter,  in  Jewett  and  in  Port  Henry, 
New  York,  deriving  advantage  from  the 
bracing  air  of  the  mountaihs,  to  whose 
impressive  and  beautiful  aspects  he  was 
notably  and  keenly  alive. 

Wherever  known,  Mr.  J udd  was  pro¬ 
foundly  respected  for  the  most  sterling 
jualities  that  enter  into  ]>erBonal  and 
ministerial  character.  He  was  inflexible 
in  matters  of  principle  £ml  duty,  genial 
and  delightful  as  a  companion  when  not 
suffering  from  some  unusual  degree  of  ill 
health,  against  which  his  life  w  as  largely 
a  patient,  brave  and  continuous  struggle. . 
He  was  a  scholar  of  considerable  attain 
inents :  in  literature,  in  poetry,  in  music 
and  in  painting  he  had  a  refined  and  ele 
gant  taste. 

The  walls  of  his  college  rooms  were 
adorned  with  his  sketches, that  gave  pleas 
ure  to  occupants  who  succeeded  liim 
many  years  after  his  graduation. 

No  man  was  a  more  sincere,  loyal,  lov¬ 
ing  friend.  His  desire  to  lie  an  active  and 
useful  minister  of  the  Master  ter  whose 
service  he  consecrated  his  life  in  the  clos¬ 
ing  year  of  his  college  course  w  as  inces 
sant  and  supreme.  He  delighted  in  all 
that  was  pure  and  elevated  and  good  and 
whenever'  prevented  from  preachin' 
the  pulpit  preached  effectively  by  the 
daily  conduct  of  his  life.  His  memory, 
like  the  memory  of  his  father,  is  blessed, 
and  will  live  evermore. 

Mr.  Judd  was  married  .in  1847  and 
leaves  a  wife  anil  six  children  surviving 
The  funeral  services  were  attended  ves 
terday  from  the  resilience  of  his  sister, 
Miss  Man-  E.  Judd,  anil  his  remains  were 
interred  in  the  cemetery  in  this  place. 


The  Public  Schools. 

The  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Education  was  held  on'  Tuesday  evening 
at  the  Trustees’  Room,  Centre  School 
Building. 

A  large  numlier  of  hills  for  repairs  up 

i  the  building  were  audited  and  ordered 
paid.  The  changes  maty  have  cost  about 
$1,800.  Miss  Mary  W.  Puget  was  ap¬ 
pointed  teacher  at  Berkerly  in  place  of 
Miss  L.  S.  Woodbury,  resigned. 

The  reports  of  the  Principal  was  as 
follows: 

The  enrollment  in  the  school  for  the 
month  ending  Friday,  Oct.  2d,  was  874, 
with  an  average  daily  attendance  of  808, 
or  91  p£r  cent.  Four  years  ago  the  en¬ 
rollment  was  798  with  an  average  attend¬ 
ance  of  690,  or  86  per  ceut.  The  in¬ 
creased  enrollment  appears  mainly  in  the 
Grammar  classes,  the  High  School,  and 
at  Berkeley.  The  pupils  are  distributed 
as  follows :  High  School,  48;  1st  Gram¬ 
mar,  39 ;  2d  Grammar,  66 ;  3d  Grammar, 
79;  4th  Grammar,  98;  5th  Grammar,  97; 
Center  Primary,  212;  Berkeley,  160; 
Brookside,  87. 

The  assembling  of  the  High  School 
and  Grammar  classes  w  as  one  day  late 
becayae  of  the  repairs  in  the  building, 
the  5th  class  was  one  week  late  in  as¬ 
sembling,  and  the  3d  was  not  divided  till 
the  17th  of  the  month,  for  the  same  rea¬ 
son. 

At  the  opening  of  school  most  of  the 
text-books  in  thfe  teacher's  desk,  in  3d 


class,  were  missing.  At  Berkeley  the 
desk  in  the  1st  class  room  was  found 
broken  ojien  and  most  *f  the  contents 
missing.  The  supply  closet  had  also 
lieen  forced  open  and  a  large  number  of 
the  slates  stored  there  were  broken. 

The  meeting  of  the  teachers  for  con 
sultation  are  now  had  fortnightly,  instead 
of  monthly,  as  heretofore.  SjKi-ial  effort 
is  used  on  these  occasions  to  define  clear 
ly  the  exact  sco|k-  and  purpise  -of  each 
branch  of  study  and  to  render  available 
for  general  use  s  ich  met  leu  Is  in  each  one 
as  have  lieeii  found  bv  exjierieuoe  most 
serviceable  for  tin-  real  mlvanoemeiit  of 
the  pupils.  It  is  ho]ied  that  1>V  this 
means  an  essential  advance  may  la-  had 
in  method  and  in  sco}ie  in  all  studies 
pursueiL  The  improved  facilities  in  the 
buildings  and  the  complete  separation  of 
the  Primary  and  higher  classes  seem  to 
suggest  this  effort  as  peculiarly  appropri¬ 
ate.  In  the  general  management  the  ad¬ 
vantages  of  this  separation  are  particu¬ 
larly  manifest. 

Township  Committee. 

At  the  meeting  off  the  Town  Committee 
Wednesday  evening,  it  was  decided  to 
renew  the  contract  with  the  Gas  Company 
-for  one  year  from  October  first,  at  the 
same  price  per  lamp  us  heretofore,  and  to 
light  an  extra  lamp  at  the  n  irner  of  Sher¬ 
man  and  Belleville  avenues.  The  action 
at  a  previous  meeting  re-establishing  elec 
tion  districts  was  re  considered,  and  nevv 
bonndaries  established  for  the  first  or 
centre  district.  The  election  officers 
chosen  at  the  last  general  election  were 
re-appointe<L  It  was  ordered  that  where 
necessary  the  trees  on  streets  lighted  by' 
gas  be  trimmed  under  direction  of  the 
public  grouud  committee.  Glenvvood  ave¬ 
nue,  from  the  centre  to  the  M.  &  E.  De¬ 
pot  is  to  have  a  top-dressing  of  broken 
stone.  The  posting  of  advertisements  on 
trees  was  forbidden,  and  authority  given 
to  remove  the  same.  It  was  ordered  that 
the  Clerk  advertise  for  proposals  to  lay- 
crosswalks.
